sion on Sleeping Sickness working in 
Rhodesia Btate that it has been proved 
beyond doubt that the tsetse fly, known 
as Glossina morsitans, as a carrier of 
the disease. 
The commission was dispatched 
to 
Africa In consequence 
of the appear- 
ance of the disease 
In regions where 
Glossina palpalis (the species
